national ticket by 
President Samuel Gompers, and all the 
members of the executive council of 
the federation. As secretary he handles 
the correspondence in reply to the ap- 
peal. “There are about six hundred 
central labor organizations represent- 
ing the affiliated unions in various 
cities and sections of the country,” 
said Mr. Morrison. “In the majority 
of cases these central bodies have en- 
dorsed the political stand taken by the 
executive council. In no instance has 
the appeal of the executive council 
been repudiated. The effect is an en- 
dorsement of the position of the execu- 
tive council by every central body in 
the country. I do not mean to say 
that several small unions have not pro- 
tested against our coursp. But their 
number does not exceed six or seven, 
and in each instance the union is .one 
dominated by the socialist. Therefore, 
I believe that the great bulk of the la- 
bor vote will endorse the Democratic 
national platform, which met the de- 
mands of labor -**nd will punish the 
party that agreed to a platform ignor- 
ing labor.” 

Bad Times Here and Abroad. 

Owing to the moving of the crops 
over 30,000 freight cars have returned 
to work in the United States and Can- 
ada during the last three weeks. 
There was still a surplus of 222,632 idle 
cars on Sept. 10. according to the re- 
port of the American Railway Associ- 
ation, but on April 29, when railroad 
traffic was at its lowest ebb since the 
panic, there were 413,605 idle cars. 
Since then the total decrease has b»en 
49 per cent., and as the crop movement 
gains volume a further reduction may 
be expected. 

But in other directions improvement 
is still painfuly slow. In the manu- 
facturing centres.aside from the labor- 
ers who have moved away in search of 
jobs cr emigrated, there are hundreds 
of thousands who are unemployed or 
working on reduced time. As wage- 
earners are the most numerous and 
reliable class of consumers, business 
everywhere languishes in proportion as 
their purchasing capacity dwindles. 

In the same way good or bad times 
in Europe react upon this country. 
Just as the severe industrial depression 
in the United States has produced dis- 
astrous consequences abroad. The 
fact that thousands of artisans in Lon- 
don are reported to be out of work, and 
that Glasgow is filled with unemployed 
demanding public support, augurs nc- 
good for the producers of this country. 
Great Britan will be less able to buy 
what we have to sell. As our best cus 
tomer her prosperity is of immediate 
importance to us. 

The notion that one country must 
thrive on the adversity of another is 
the greatest of abserdities. It is like 
saying that the merchant is benefitec 
by the poverty of the people upon 
whom_he depends for his sales.

Serious Drouth Throughout State 

Reports from counties all over Ken- 
tucky show that the State is badly in 
need of ram. The drouth is general. 
The late .corn crop has been cut about 
half in two and oth«»r crops have 
suffered in proportion. Drinking water 
is scarce in some localities and the 
dust is almost unbearable. Sparks 
from locomotives are destroying prop- 
erty adjacent to railroads. The ponds, 
wells and small streams have dried up 
and farmers are disposing of their 
stock at a sacrifice. 



--The drouth in Bourbon remains un- 
broken and.is proving disastrous to the 
farmers. 

— Jas. H. Thompson delivered a few j 
days ago 111 head of fat cattle to Joe 
Frakes, for the S. & S. Co. They 
weighed 1,420 pounds and brought 6 
cents. 

— The hemp crop is rapidly curing 
and is being stacked throughout the 
county. The crop is short compared 
to the yield of a year ago, though the 
acreage is much larger. 

—Corn cutting is in full blast and 
fully s»txy per cent, of the crop will 
bear only fair yield. Notwithstanding 
the high price of old corn, which is 
selling in the local market at from 
$4.25 to $4.50 per barrel, and that 
farmers a year ago paid 12$ to 15 cents 
per shock for cutting corn, the price 
this year ranges from 8 1-3 to 10 cents 
per shock, 

— The State Fair closed at Louisville 
Saturday with W. G. Shropshire, of 
Paris, winning the premium on Red 
McDonald as the champion gaited 
saddle horse of Kentucky. In speak- 
ing of this ring the Courier-Journai 
says.
